Washington, May 23.—The rights 


of illegitimate 
children 
and 
the 


State's responsibility for seeing that 
every child, no matter what his par- 
entage, has the nurture, 
protecion, 


and education essential to his useful- 
ness as a citizen are for the lirst time 
given complete national 
recognition 


in the Norwegian laws concerning il- '^- 
legitimate children, according to a re- 
port issued today by the Children's 
Bureau of the U. S. Department of 
Labor. 


These laws make the State instead 


of the mother responsible for estab- 
lishing paternity. The State holds 
both parents equally and continuous- 
ly 
responsible for the illegitimate 


child—"The child shall be entitled to 
bringing up—maintenance, 
training 


and education—from both its father 
and its mother." Tho report contains 
translation o£ the several Norwegian 
laws, with amendments, 
on illegiti- 


mate children and their care. A his- 
tory of the efforts through which the 
legislation was secured is given in the 
introduction.

saw before. 


And what has caused this change? 


Trouble. Nothing else, probably, could 
have arrested his attention so effectu- 
ally and forced him to lix It on things 
spiritual so long and earnestly that 
now Jesus lias become the sun and cen- 
ter of the universe, the solace and suf- 
ficiency of his own soul. 
Truly his 


"light affliction, which is but for a mo- 
ment, is working out for him n far 
more exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory." 


These incidents show what n large 


and blessed ministry trouble has in 
opening our eyes to the deeper things 
of life.

of illegitimate 
children 
and 
the 


State's responsibility for seeing that 
every child, no matter what his par- 
entage, has the nurture, 
protecion, 


and education essential to his useful- 
ness as a citizen are for the lirst time 
given complete national 
recognition 


in the Norwegian laws concerning il- '^- 
legitimate children, according to a re- 
port issued today by the Children's 
Bureau of the U. S. Department of 
Labor. 


These laws make the State instead 


of the mother responsible for estab- 
lishing paternity. The State holds 
both parents equally and continuous- 
ly 
responsible for the illegitimate 


child—"The child shall be entitled to 
bringing up—maintenance, 
training 


and education—from both its father 
and its mother." Tho report contains 
translation o£ the several Norwegian 
laws, with amendments, 
on illegiti- 


mate children and their care. A his- 
tory of the efforts through which the 
legislation was secured is given in the 
introduction.
